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WHO BENEFITS? 


The question was raised Tuesday night at the city council 
meeting: 

Can expenditure of city funds for advertising the city’s 
advantages be justified? 

It was raised by request of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Menlo Park for budgeting of $1500 for such purposes during 
the coming fiscal year. 

Such advertising, Councilman George Ford said, would | 
obviously benefit the city’s business district, but would it be; 
worthwhile to the residents who are not in business here? 

Our answer is emphatically, “Yes”: 

But another question is raised by Ford’s query. That ques- 
tion is, ‘‘What is the Chamber of Commerce and for whom is 
it working?” 

Our answer to that is that it is working for the benefit of} 
the community as a whole, not just for the local merchants. | 

The expenditure of $1500 a year—about one-half of one 
per cent of the city’s budget—to advertise the City of Menlo! 
Park is going to spread the fame of this community as a fine 
place to live. 

If more persons are sold on the advantages of living in! 
Menlo Park, values of property in the city are going to be 
raised. That is simple application of the old law of supply 
arid demand. 

- If property values are raised, every property owner in 
the city will benefit directly. And our recent master plan 
survey showed that four out of five families here own 
their homes. Thus every taxpayer in the city, not just the 
merchants, will profit from such ‘spreading of the word.” 

On the question of what is the Chamber and for whom is it 
working, one answer is to be found in the Chamber's tist of 
committees. 

This includes Area Beautification, Civic, Fire Prevention, | 
Historical, Playgrounds and Recreation, Traffic and Safety, 
and Transportation. ‘Certainly none of these activities can 
be construed as primarily for the benefit of the city’s merchants. 

The mere fact that the Chamber has a special committee 
designated the Merchants committee is indication that business 
activity is only one interest of the organization. 

The business district of a community carries the farg- 
est single portion of the community's load, and for this 
reason every citizen benefits from a prosperous commer- 
cial district. 

But the welfare of both business and residential areas of

Your City’s Business 


Personne! 
Needs 
Outlined

The city’s budget this year re- 
flects the increasing personnel needs 
of a rapidly growing community. 

Early last July, North Palo Alto 
became a part of Menlo Park, re- 
quiring service, but was not subject 
to city property taxes until this fis- 
cal year. In addition, our new build- 
jing ecntinued at a high rate last 
year and thus further increased the 
| population required to be serviced.

The new personnel provided in 
this year’s budget includes a part- 
time stenegrapher to aid in typ- 
ing the city cletk’s records and 
other work. Menlo Park has grown 
ten-fold in 20 years, yet the city 
clerk’s office continued to func- 
tien with only one person. The 
work has become so voluminous 
that assistance is now essential. 


The budget also contemplatés the 
employment of an administrative 
assistant to the city manager who 
will also act as the staff of the plan- 
ning commission. 

The budget contemplates retain- 
ing the services of Harold Wise as 
consultant and investigator for the 
planning commission until Dec. 31, 
when the master plan hearings be- 
fore the commission and the coun- 
cil should be completed. 


However, the work of the plan- 
ning commission is now so heavy 
and complex that a permanent 
employee must be retained to do 
work for the commission, whose 
membetship is composed of citiz- 
ens serving gratis. 


The city manager becomes bogged 


down in a mass of detail from time 


to time, and the council believes the 
cost of an assistant dividing his 
time with the planning commission 
will be money well spent. 


The budget contemplates the 
addition of two ‘full-time police 
officers and one ‘scheol erossing 
officer. A position of police lieu- 
tenant will be created to be filled 
from the department. The police 
force will then consist ofen chief, 
a Heutenant, three sergeants, 14 
full-time officers, three -school 
crossing officers and a stenogra- 
pher-clerk. 


It used to be rule-of-thumb that

The Week in Menlo Park Traffic 


The following is a-report by the Menlo “Park police

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Area East of Middlefield 


What city planners Harold F. Wise 
and Simon Eisner call “the most 
drastic changes in land use areas 
proposed by the master plan,” but 
which are kased on “overwhelining 
economic reasons for these recom- 
mendations,” will be the subject 
Monday night at the planning com- 
mission’s third, and possibly the 
most heated hearing on the plan. 

Cencisely, this section of the 
propesed master plan will deal 
with the Willow road, North Paio 
Alto area, Belle Haven and other 
territory east of Middlefield road. 

The city planners propose a re- 
duction of commercial zoning on 
Willow road between Middlefield 
road and the Bayshore highway by 
52 per cent; that commercial zon- 
ing flanking the Bayshore and Wil- 
low east of Bayshore be eliminated 
entirely, and recommend a compact 
neighborhocd shopping center for 
the Belle Haven area to be located 
in an area bounded by Market place, 
Bieber avenue, Plumas avenue and 
Hamilton avenue. 

SUPPORTS OPPOSITION 

Financial support of opposition to 
the changes proposed east of Bay- 
shore on Willow read already have 
been advanced by Vance M. Brown, 
a building contractor who cwns 
large parcels of land on the north 
side of Willow, east of Bayshore. 

Brown told the Recorder yes- 
terday that, “the commission has 
not given proper consideration to 
the total grea,” and that “to treat 
the Witlow strip independently 
from other areas is not good plan- 
ning.” 

Brown plans to present his arzgu- 
ments at Monday’s meeting and 
added that “either justice will be 
done by the planning commission 
and city esuncil or by the courts, 
and if the latter is necessary, plan- 
ning in Menlo Park will be tied up 
for years to come.” 

To date the planners have receiv- 
ed 58 letters protesting various 
phases of the master plan and 
“about 40” of these deal with the 
area to be discussed at Monday’s 
meeting. 

BASE OF DECISIONS 

In studying the changes to be} 
made along Willow road, the city 
planners based some of their deci- 
sions upon facts compiled by Urban 
Land Institute and the Internation- 
al City Managers association. 

The fermer found that long string 
street types of business do-net pro- 
vide a geod return income on the 
investment as a whole. The city 
managers found it better to group 
shops together in one unit on one 
side of ‘the street rather than string} 
them out on both sides. 

The commission concluded it 
was still possible to adjust the 
“string” zoning pattern along Wil- | 
low roac by grouping commercial | 
zoning on one side of ‘the street. 
This plan weuld wipe out all com- 
mereial zoning along Willow road 
east of Bayshore. 

They point cut that although this 
land has been available for com- 
mercial use for more than 25 years, 
relatively little has been developed 
commercially. What has developed, 
the planners conclude, is “clustered, 
compact and good commercial de- 
velopment,” 

VARIED OPINIONS 

What -hasn’t developed, the plan- 
ners say, hasn’t because no business- 
man wouid take the economic risk 
involved. 

Hovwever,-since the reduction in 
commercial land will invoive a cut 
of 260,000 square feet, the plan- 
ners feel that'the reduction “must 
be examined to. determine wheth- 
er it is teo severe, whether it will 
Seriously curtail services. to the 
neighborhood or jeopardize busi- 
ness,”

Heavy Opposition Forecast as Planners 
Prepare for Next Master Plan Hearing 


Held Over: 


EAST MP REQUESTS 


Monday night’s hearing on the 
proposed master plan. as it. af- 
fects the area east of Middlefield 
road, will feature discussion of 
several matters continued over 
from this week’s regular meeting 
of the planning commission. 

These include: 

Discussion on the request by 
Charles Angelo fer a use permit 
which would allow him to engage 
in wholesale and retail fruits 
and vegetable business at 851 
Hamilton avenue; 

The request for a use permit by 
R. J. O'Meara, for construction of 
a service station at Willow road 
and Hetch Hetchy way; 

Request by S. and V. Tomasena, 
asking that they be permitted to 
eperate a beauty parlor as a home 
occupation ct 216 O'Keefe street; 

Request of the Bay Park Build- 
ers that they be allowed to con- 
struct a duplex at Beiber way and 
Mraket place, Belle Haven. 

The matters were set over be- 
eause, commissioners explained, 
they felt @iscussion cf the master 
plan was pertinent te them. 0O’- 
Meara’s and Bay Park Buiitters’ 
reovests are in conflict with pro- 
visions of the plan; the Tomasen- 
zs’ request was protested from the 
fleor by a representative of the 
North Pale Alto residents’ assoc- 
iation. 


In the Belle Haven area the pre- 
sent zoning would need $26,352,000 
in annual sales to support.a fully de- 
veloped shopping area, but allowing 
a 50 per cent increase in the spend- 
ing, the planners do not think fam- 
ilies there will spend more than 
$799,500. 

They also conclude that commer- 
cial zoning along Bayshore would 
require an additional $45,514,000 a 
year from Belle Haven residents to 
support ‘it. They feel Belle Haven 
would have to alone support this 
strip because it would be fenced off 
from ‘highway business if Bayshore 
is widened as.a freeway. 

Using the relation between spend- 
ing power of an area and the square 
feet allowed for business, the mas- 
ter planners feel the commercial 
land is overzoned by 5689 percent. 

The meeting will begin at 8 p.m 
in the city council chambers at the 
civic center.
